TO COOK BOSTON BAKED BEANS. 
Put your beans ~ which must bo small 
beane—-in cold water, on the back of 
the stove to slmmor. When the skin 
cracks, take them out of pan and pour 
off water, You must have a brown 
earthen bean-pot, in which you place 
on the buttom a ewall onion; then 
pour yout beans rato the pot, putting 
to tro quarte boaus two tableapounfuls 
of molanses, a yuartor uf a pound uico 
salt pork, acured on tup, with one 
tabluspoonful salt and popper, bill 
bean-pot with cold water, and fet it 
stand in the oven where it will bike 
very slowly, Whou water tus evapo 
rated, if the beans aiv not deny, pow 
jn more water. Tho beans should bake 
for seven or eight hours, aud bo # light 
brown. They can be warmed up in 
the pot for breakfast.
